lets its passions fly right and lelt under all circum- 
stances ; the crowning glory of the former, how- 
ever, is in his ability to suppress them. He is 
able to do so by employing reason, for he reflects 
that no-one would do such an outrage as to offer 
a deliberate insu.t who deserves to be treated 
with any other’ consideration than that of com- 
passionate contempt.
